Two  commLsslon.s  have  recently  been 
appointed  to  inquire  mto  tlie  claims 
of  provlnees  for  bettor  terms  from  the 
Dominion  Oovernment — one  for  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  one  for  British 
Columbia.  The  Maritimes  Commission 
heard  everyone  who  wished  to  appear 
before  it;  it  availed  itseU  of  every 
source  of  information  that  was  pre- 
sented: Its  object,  apparently,  was  to 
have  the  whole  question  set  out  in 
the  fulleei  possible  light.  Th*  British 
Columbia  Commission  is  to  hr  confined 
to  hearing  one  or  two  men  appointed 
by  the  Prorlnelal  Ofommant  and  Is 

to  hear  no  othfrs  even  though  they 
may  be  representatives  elected  by  the 
pMiple  of  the  Province.

bargain  should  be  reemuidered  and  an 
urrangement  should  be  worked  oat  on 
a  fairer  banis." 

He  added,  at  the  .sup:tre."!tlrtn  of  the 
Attorney -Oeneral.  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed by  Mr.  E.  W.  Bcatty.  president 
nf  the  Canadian  Padflc  Railway,  who 
recently  reviewed  tiie  situation  as  it 
applied  to  hie  company  and  mibmitt4>d 
the  addrem  aa  an  eidiibit. 

Mr.  Craig  instanced  the  case  of 
Quebec,  where  there  had  been  rafond- 
ed  to  that  province  the  whole  cost  of 
a  railway  line  from  Oitawa  to  Mont- 
real upon  the  latter  being  regarded  as 
a  railway  for  tbd  feneral  benefit  of 
Canada.

Mr.  Craig  argued  that  the  conten- 
tion of  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia waa  not  that  tliere  stM>ukl  be  a 
further  grant  of  land  in  the  Prairies, 
but  that  British  Columbia  waa  eaUUed 
to  a  claim  against  tlie  Dominion,  in- 
sofar a.-,  there  had  been  alteration  of 
the  rlan.v  aa  far  aa  this  Province  was 
concerned 

It  was  argued  also  by  IVlr  Craig  that 
throughout  the  records  prf)durod  there 
wa,s  abundant  proof  lhat  thr  Van- 
rover  Island  Railway  has  always  re- 
garded in  these  early  days  a.s  a  .see t  ion 
of  the  Pacific  Railway.  It  wa.-,  in  fart 
urged  upon  the  Dominion  authorities 
as  the  most  Important  part  of  the  un« 
dertaklng  in  thoae  days. 

This  waa  explained  from  the  fact 
that  the  population  of  the  Province 
was  largely  centred  on  Vancouver 
I.sland.  and  the  scheme  of  the  railway 
at  lhat  time  provided  for  the  bringing 
of  the  railway  to  tt  r  r  oa.  t  at  Butte 
Inlet,  and  thru  pa.s,Mru:  aTo.s  to  Van- 
eouvor  I.sland  and  beine  carried  to 
Ksouimalt  by  the  Lsland  ;ection  of  the 
road 

At  the  opening  of  the  morning  ses- 
sion Mr.  A.  B.  Macdonald.  K.C  .  repre- 
senting the  Dominion  produced  a  brief 
measage  which  said  that  In  1173 
■squhnalt  waa  Axed  by  order-ia<«ouncil 
as  the  terminua. 

His  Lordship  said  that  this  seemed 
strange  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Esqui- 
mau wa.s  on  an  i.sland. 

Mr  Crali;  jiointed  out  that  this  was 
not  hard  to  understand  when  the  situ- 
ation as  i;  exist;ed  at  the  time  was 
taken  into  account  Tlie  railway  then 
w-a  to  come  to  Butte  Inlet  and  pass 
across  to  the  Island  and  oontlBue  on 
do«'n  the  Island.
